Ovr Tokyo correspondent Ind prepared our 
readers for interesting developments of tle 
Korean situation, whieb had completely 
ousted discussion of Japavesy relations with 


America from its prominent position in | 


the -pypers.. Nothing. could be of greater 
importance to the Japanese, save, perbups, 
some imitation of the Commodore , Peary 
jugident. The telegram which we published 
in our Saturday morning “ Extra,” and 
the subsequent message which appears with 
it in this issue, is very interesting indeed, 
and may chave surprised the’ Japanese as 
much ag it has surprised foreign observers: 
To view of all tho incidents lealing up to 
‘the preseut crisis, which bive been narrated 
iu our columta and commented upon, the 
action of the Etapéror ia perhaps not, to be 
wondered ut, His Ministers, baying not 
long ago been selected by Marquis’ Iro 
to replace the old, corrupt gang, would 
naturally be suspected by. some people of 
having acted under the inspiration of the 
Resident-General, and (o those who refuse 
to believe anything good of the Japanese 
our coriespoudent’s last dispatch will be 
suggestive of the exensa that accuses, agin, 
the shrowd French adage. We do not 
think thore has beon anything of the sort, 
however, The mere abdication of the Seoul 
Euppet js hardly likely to be considered 


in Tokyo as a sufficient safeguard against 
further intrigues of the brazen sort just 
como to light. It was characteristically 
Korean of tho Emperor, whose faults had 
been found out, and who. wae waiting for no 
one knew what punishment, to nominate his 
succeasor at the momont of resigning. OF 
course tho nomince was the obvious one, and 
thore is nothing much to cavil at ag unreagon- 
able iu tha Emperor resigning ‘in favour of 
the Crown Prince ;" but if the situntion ba 
regarded through the eyes of Marquis [ro 
and his Government, there appears a cer: 
tain colour of impudence ia the neeumnption 
that.thera would be any suecessor at all. 
Tho Japanese might have bown considering 
that very question. Ths deposition of the 
Emperor was in the air, and it ts possible 
thet the Powers were being diplomatically 
sounded as to their views—whethor a 
successor of the blood royal, or a Japanese 
regency. ‘This, we admit, is only « guess, 
bat.it would be auch an effective solution of 
the Korenn problem, with all ‘its anomalies 
and possibilities of trouble under’ the late 
régime, that we should be surprisod if it 
had-not at least. entered the mind of the 
Japiness Government, Moreover, ulthough 
some Power or Powers might protest for- 
mally, or to exact soma quid pro quo, it is 
unlikely that the rest of the Governments 
would be greatly parturbed by such aa 
jesue, ‘The pre-eminent importunce of 
Korea to Japan has beet-admitted, and tho 
recult- of the war uiade ihe arrangement of 
1905 a mater to be viewed with surprising 
equanimity by the Powera. It left fatare 
relations very much to be settled be- 
tween Japan nnd Korea; and the anicidal 
mission to'the Hague waa so flagrantly ia 
defitnce of the Convention giving Jupan 
control of Korea’s forvigo ralations that it 
would seem political bid taste to med dls 
with Japan's management ofthe exccedingly 
awkward situation.

HONGKONG SCHOOLS. 


The Report of the Insractor of Sobools,. for 
{he year 1908 is published in the Goertte. Mr.: 
Irving, prior to bis departure, stated that the 
pumber of sotools (Government and Grant) was 
85, a0 increase of two as compared with Inst year, 
The ‘average attendance waa 5,496 as against 
5,323, the inereaue being nearly equally divided 
between the Upper and Lower trade schools, 
Tho Anglo-Indian School has thin year been 
considured as in the Lower Grade, as has a'so 
tho Berlin Poundliog House, since neither of 
these schooli have had any European teachers, 

.There has bean for several yoars a steady 
increase in tha numbers of pupilé attend ing the 
Government and Grant Eoglish schools, The 
Private English schools slso seem to be 
increasingly well attecded. It is to be noted 
that the figures for the Private ecbools are 
baged upon tho maximum monthly enrolment, 
as the arerage attendances are not obtainable, 
The figures are at best on approximation ; bat 
as they have been arrived at in (he BBme Way 
for several years, the orror is probably constant, 
The majority of the Private English avhools 
give a very clomentary edaoalion.in Fnglish, 
‘The figures do not inclnde the night schools, of 
which there are 26, with on enrolment of 494 
Pupils, The ‘numberof pupils at the Govern. 
ment and Grint Veruscular achouls is 2,149, to 
a unit the same as dart year. On the other hand 
the numbers in the Private Ver: scalar schools 
continue to increase rapidly. According to a 
return made by the Attondanos Offcor, in 195 
out of 118 of these schoola only [5 employed 
niethods of imparting instruotion, This year, 
he reckons that the proportion is 45 ont of 128, 
Tho least {hut can be said of thane figures is that 
they are evidence of a ganeral tendesiey towarda 
the improvement of Vernacular education. 

The proportion of girls to boys is ra about 
2,000 to 3,500, or ag 4 to 7%. This ratio ia not 
evon a8 satisfactory as it appears al first sight, 
because, as tho greater part of the girls are in 
the Lower Grade Vernacalar schools ~

Tho, Zines. of Ceylon saya:—The Indien 
newspapers ara still very much agitated over 
the decision of the Caloutta Turf Clab excom- 
niunicating the bookmaker from the Monsoon 
Meets, Various lattera. have appeared in tho 
sporting and daily newspapora regretting the 
change and aoticipating that it will bs neces- 
sary to regall the bookmaker, but the arguments 
pat forward bave not been convincing, at auy 
rate go far as Coylon is concerned. Woe are 
very ploased to see @ wriler in our Allahabad 
contemporary pointing out that the features 
whioh the bookmaker hus introduced to the tarf 
in India are uvt good ones, from a sporting 
point of view, and that if they are eliminated. ag 
& result of the change it will ba impossible to 
say that the interests of real sport have auffored, 
There is not the slightest doubt, wo should 
think, that rscing was conducted ‘on more 
sporting Tinos, and waa more widely onjoy- 
able, prior to tho advent.‘ of tho book- 
maker than it has, boon siuce, We agree 
with this writer that tho bookmaker hss put a 
complete change on the aspect of the Tarf. 
The benoffts that have acorued in Indiathrough 
the agenoy of the bookmaker haye been that a 
larger number of people havo been attracted to 
the ‘Turf, masy of whom ara not sportsmen in 
any sense of theterm, and several resing men 
haye, through winuing, orin the hopes of win- 
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ning, large sum) of money, whioh ‘has only 
been possible through tha agonoy of the book- 
maker, imported valuable horses for , racing, 
‘The valuable purses that are now offered at the 
importaat Indian meetings have also proved in- 
contives to non-betting sportamen to acquire the 
possession of superior oliss horsas, and thus the 
rivalry botweeo sportamen and money-making 
Tooling mon has brought racing in (ndia one 
level with that prevailing in some of tha colou- 
jon, and with the like: attendant objectionable 
fo tures. Dy : 
In a miuor degre. the oaao of India is {he 
onee of Colombo, We have never suffered from 
a multiplicity of ownnra, however, and wa ate 
anxious to inereare rather than diminish the 
opportunities which the owner has of recouping 
himself his oxp-nies und a bit more. But what 
we do wont to get on ayven torma with is (hat 
undesirable element which bis corrapted lool 
racing, which has made: scoundrels of jockeys 
and trainers, and whieh has worked a0 uufsirly 
both to ownersand the goueral publ’, Remove 
tha bookmaker, and a great deal of the 
irvegular practioca provailing wil! onago. 
Coylon, like Catoutta, has de:ided that it has no 


forthor use for the bookmaker, so the exporiment 
of doing without bia will bo given a fair trial, 
When we wore urginy upon the local Taré Club, 
afler the ganoral discontent of fast August, thet 
they should do away with tho monopoly 
bookmaker and run tho betting themavlyes, wa 
“suggested that it‘might not bs impossible to 
devise a acheme by which the Ceylon Turf Club 
could do the bookmaking, thus ensuring fair 
Prives to the publio and proventing large sum 
of money leaving the Island aach year. There 
were obsions diffcultivs in tho way of such o 
departu@ in such a «mall racing: centra as 
Colom», but it is onrious to note that the anme 
ides bas eccurrad to the writer in the Pioneer.

Thors should 
bo o limit Gxed of a sum to be risked on any 
horgp on the opening of betting and through its 
progress. With official books there would ba no 
ecollusions between tho bookmaker and owners, 
traiuers or jockeys, All the transnctions would 
ba as-sbove board as with any otalisstor. 
OfMial bookmaking. would ia time prove quite ax 
profitable as the income derived from the foeor 
under the predeut sya!em. surely Caloutta. 


Poona and Bombay can command the services of 
desirable financial experts who ovuld supervise 
the operations «f the official books. With offoial 
bookmaking thore would, of course, bu no ante-poat 
Lotting. Thore is another and moat imporlant 
point to bo remembered, ( fficial bookmakers 
will not always b> atle to be as liberal in their 
‘prices aad limits as tho prof-asional men, sa 
most of the latter freqnently gat. alot of money 
ic their books on “dead. ones” by contrivances 
which could n: t be followed inthe official basi- 
uss, Vow will, however, grumblo at this, 
especially when it ia realised the general public 
will protvoted from falling into suares 
The latter part of this extract shows some of 
the waysin which ao Turf Club operating as 
bookmakers would aot able to compete with the 
‘bookmakers ;.but after all it is tho shady part 
of the’ bookmakers’ business that wo object 
to. ‘Official bookmakers would, as a first 
consideration, be honest, aud the personal 
equation, which plays ro largo o part ia 
prosont bookmakers, would be climjnated. Tho 
objeotion as to ante-post betting is not one 
whioh would affect ua to any extentin Ceylon, 
as we hare vo wule-post betting. What shontd 
prove an excellent aipplement to the pari 
mutued system adopted by the Ceylon ‘Iurt 
Clab, however, would ba to organisa lotteries 
under the auspices of the Club, so that tho 
public wonld have a pratty goud gaide aa to 
the estimation in whioh the obanoes of pro- 
buble starters for different racos were held 
among racing wen. ‘Che great objection: to 
the puri mutue! —partioularly a blind one —is, 
us we have before pointed out, the absence 
of tha human note, Thare is: nothing to show 
ihe public ‘where the sport is, arid this eli- 
minalion of assistance to “spot winners" 
mast prevent many pooplo from inaking beta 
pwho, would have ban unable to resist the 
blandish ments of the “bookie,” Lotteries held 
at a popalar contre at & well-chosen time, might 
be made successful even in a crowded waak, 
aud (ha experiment should be carefully tried, 
because the absauno of the bookmaker will make 
Boma racing men more anrion: to pitronise the 
lotteries than they otherwise might be. Tho 
advantags of lottery slativtica ag a stimulus to 
the sppatite of the crowd ut tha races is obvious, 
and the stewards would do well: to publish 
tho results of tho lotteries on the official 
programme,
